o Trying to reduce number of total blocks from the last census

o January 2016: Began review of proposed block boundaries

o May 2016: Completed submission of all counties to the Census 

Bureau

o December 2016: Received data back from Census Bureau for 

BBSPV

o February 2017: Began verification of individual counties

o May 31, 2017: Final BBSPV submissions.
